“THE MISSION OF ISRAEL.” 


Sin,—Having read Mr. J. Simon's ably written article on the Mission 
of Judaism” in the Fortnightly, and subsequently the “ Symposium” that 
appeared in the Jewish Quarterly Review, (January), TP cannot refrain from 
commenting on one expression which in feeling, if not always in words, seems 
to pervade each criticism, viz. ° That the time was not ripe” for a Church of 
Israel, such as Mr. Simon proposes to establish. At the a of appearing trivial 
and cavilling, I must protest against the phrase. [tis not that the time is not. 
ripe, but that it never can be ripe for a church which will answer to a casual 
ward. Were sucha place of worship really needed, the time would be ripe, 
for no great change has ever been effected without a revolution, a violent 
upheaval. But this, according to Mr. Simon, is distinctly not to be a revolution, 
on the contrary it is to be a reconciliation. Tt is in facet to be a 
halfway house, a salve for those persons who cither cannot believe 
or find it inconvenient to believe in the faith of their fathers. Hle who rises 
above the necessary rules and restrictions, which have been clearly defined as 
“the hedges round the Law,” be he Jew or Christian, will not find greater moral 
support or religious satisfaction in a sect which is to include the vacillating and 
renegade of both religions. Is the spirit of the times ‘really so advanced, or 
does it not rather shrink from anything lke self-sacritice? Now that we Jews 
are made free of the land, are counted as loyal subjects (certainly in) England), 
have every advantage, and are courted and petted in high places, now we propose 
to give up a religion for which we have fought. and which (but not by a Church 
of Israel) we hope to hand down intact to future ages. [or, although Mr. 
Simon says this proposed Church is only for those who cannot steadfastly keep 
to the old religion, the chances are that it will by degrees attract the young, 
inexperienced generation—a géneration which knows nothing of sacrifice for 
faith’s sake, but which cavils principally, not at the dogmas of their religion, but 
at the Sabbatical question (a big one) and at the racial difference, 

— [tis therefore to case the consciences of those Jews, that this Church is to 
be founded. ‘The mission of spreading Judaism will drop into the background, 
for no earnest seeker after truth and light will feel that a faith can be worth 
adopting, if even the exponents thereof know not the meaning of the word 
renunciation,

Sin,—P have not yet had an opportunity of pursuing the symposium on 
“The Mission of Judaism” in the Jewish Yuarterly Review, but T have read with 
much interest the letters of Mr. A.S. Henriques and “B.T.’ in your current 
number, and I would crave the hospitality of your columns for a few remarks 
thereon. 

One cannot fail to be struck by the liberal-minded fearlessness of Mr. 
Henriques, and by the outspoken candour of “ B, 1.2’ but it seems to me, for the 
reasons [am about to submit to you, that the conclusions arrived at by Mr. 
Henriques are wanting in point and decision, whilst the verdiet delivered by 
* 1 1s, to my mind, simply bathos. 

Allow me to take the effusion of the latter, first in order. © B. 1.” believes 
“that the age for the Jewish religion is past”: that “ the essentially Jewish 
part of the religion is slowly dying.” Few people who can bring themselves to 
face this important question with an open and unbiassed mind will be disposed to 
dispute the accuracy of these Jesennels daring statements, Gro where you will 
in civilised Europe, enquire: into the religious status of the Jewish community, 
and you will find an alarming and increasing number of Jews whose religious 
functions are strictly confined to attending a marriage ina synagogue and a burial 
ina Jewish cemetery. “The old religion has had its day ; has served its end,” 
says B. J,” 

So far, so good—but now comes the anti-climax which JT have ventured to 

ualify as bathos—when the writer coolly suggests, as a remedy for this state of 
things, “a return to the land” (presumably Palestine) ‘where we can breathe 
freely "! Tf“ B. I.” has no idea of the extravagance of such visions, I would refer 
him to the pages, xfer a/ia, of Leroy-Beaulieu, where he will find the utter 
futility of expecting any moderately well-to-do Jew to quit his * Penates” for 
Jerusalem ruthlessly exposed. | 

I now come to the more complicated and suggestive problems raised by Mr. 
Henriques. It is quite obvious that Unitarians, etc., “will never seriously 
become part of any Jewish congregation.” Nobody ever expected that they 
would. As “B.I.” puts it, “rob Judaism of its ceremonials, and what can we 
offer the Gentiles more than the Unitarian Church already does!" Quite so— 
but rob Judaism of its ceremonials, and rob Unitarianism of the revelation and 
the miracles of the New Testament, and we at once reach what “ B. I.” calls 
“the core of both the faiths—the broad belief in ‘ one God,’”’ 

Mr. Henriques proclaims himself an Evolutionist—he believes in Universalism 
—but surely he must see that the evolution to which he pins his faith, but of | 
which he seemingly misses the point, must lead for its next and normal stage 
towards a religious platform somewhat upon the lines indicated above. 

It is clear that nothing can save Orthodox Judaism from the attacks of 
modern knowledge. It is equally certain that the human mind, despite the 
advance of modern knowledge and of modern science, hungers for, and is dis- 
satisfied without, a religion or faith of some kind. This truth is brought home 
to us by the writings of the greatest scientists of the day. And upon the 
winciple that “ half a loaf is better than no bread,” it seems apparent that a 
ae number of Jews, tired and distrustful of obsolete superstitions and anti- 
quated ceremonials, together with a larger number of Christians, now unable to 
accepted the divine character of Jesus, are awaiting acommon form of worship, 
devised in a manner to conciliate their religious aspirations without offending 
their mental prejudices, 

Such an undertaking may possibly not be feasible—and probably is not the 
“ Mission of Judaism”—but in my humble opinion it might very well prove to 
be the “ Mission of Common-sense ! ”

May it please 
Thee to look favourably on Zion and to rebuild the walls of Jerusalem, for mn 
Thee alone do we contide, Almighty, High, exalted Kine, Sovereign of the 
Universe. frankly adinit that the new Jerusalem, which to me is the object 
of that praver, may ben very different kind of place from what Mr. Prag and 
others have in contemplation. The last two words of that noble prayer, namely, 
“Sovereign of the Universe,” have always appeared to me to give it its true 
colour. [tis very remarkable that in this particular prayer which more specifically 
than others asks for the restoration of the Holy Land, whilst it uses as many as 
five different epithets of the Deity, not one isuf the particularist kind.

The off-hand way in which this particular 
correspondent refers to the KUpreme object of Jewish Existence, hamely, the 
faith in and worship of the one Almighty as though it were a detail, 
while he speaks of “the essentially Jewish part of the Religion,” as something 
quite gah from God, is to my mind a serious intimation that many of our own 
people have gone to sleep so far as the real aim of Judaism is concerned. 

I wish to dispel acertain idea which many excellent friends, including Mr, 
Alfred Henriques, seem to hold im regard to my personal intentions. They 
appear to suppose that any effort on the part of an individual to spread his faith 
beyond the limits of his own race 1s dependent for the inception of such a move- 
ment upon the concurrence or approval of his own fellow Jews. Itis dependent 
really upon nothing ——@Xceyn the desire and the will of as any non-Jews as ure 
necessary to form a single congregation, Warnily as the co-operation of brother 
Israchtes would be welcomed, their co-operation is uot essential to the scheme. 
The religious revival of the Jews from that spiritual decline which is illustrated 
in some of the comments referred to will be quickened the moment it is realised 
that the faith of their fathers is actually the hove and the comfort of those who 
are not Jews?” 

To follow Mr. Henriques in his interesting pursuit of matters which are 
removed from the issue which I have endeavoured to raise, would be like 
attempting to join together two totally different planes of thought The 
Judaism which he professes and the Judaism which he criticizes are alike both 
as distant from my own conception of Judaism as if he were expounding and 
eriiicising different aspects of Buddhism.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Daily Chronicle telegraphed last Thursday : 
In the Landtag of Lower Austria yesterday a proposal was brought forward 
requiring all the shorthand writers who attend its sittings, amongst whom are 
some Jews, to be Christians. This intolerant proposal, which would deprive a 
number of men of the means of earning a living, and which seems to assume 
that stenography depends for its eflidency upon matters of faith, was accepted 
by the anti-Semitic majority in the Landtag. The shorthand writers have 
decided that they will not put in an appearance at the next sitting. 

Herr Gustav Simon, President of the Jewish community in Vienna, whose 
death we recorded last week, had energetically served that community during 
forty years, and the high regard in which he was held was testified by his. 
numerous honorary offices. His energy remained unabated unto 
the end, thus justifying the application to him by Chief Rabbi Giidemann of 
the remark made concerning Moses: “ And his hands were steady until the 
going down of the sun.” In the general community Herr Simon was not less . 
highly esteemed than by his own coreligionists, For some ten years he repre- 
sented the most important division of Vienna in the Citv Council. During 
many years he made it a practice to attend every Jewish funeral, of rich and 
It is not surprising, therefore, that bis own funeral was marked by 
a striking demonstration of sympathy, in which all sorts and conditions of men 
and women, Jews and Christians, participated. 

Herr Philipp Thorsch has given 24,000 crowns to the Jewish community in 
Vienna, wherewith to erect a third storey at the Asylum for Aged Jews. 

A well-known archwologist reports to the Vewe Freie Presse, that on the 
demolition of a house in the Spiegelgasse, for the purpose of rebuilding, some 
stones were found which were inscribed with Hebrew characters. Upon closer 
examination they were found to be gravestones. There are six fragments, and 
though unfortunately none of them bear any date, the nature of the inscription 
leaves no doubt of their great age. One of the stones contains the name of 
Jehud, and another bears the words "Magdalena, the wife of Joseph.” On 
nearly all of them we can trace the inscription * May his (her) soul rest in 
peace!” Though the information conveyed on these fragments is not very 
great it,serves to corroborate the belief that Jews have been settled in Vienna 
from a very early date in German history. Camesina holds that already in the 
days when Rome was the Mistress of this part of the world, Jews had made 
their home in the city. According to Wolf, the oldest Jewish burial ground in 
Vienna was in existence in the 15th century, which continued to be used up to 
the year 1421. It is highly probable that the fragments which have been 
in the Spiegelgasse belonged to this cemetery at the Woirthner Thor, 

PRANCE. 

The Medical Academy of Paris has granted prizes to two physicians of 
(rerman origin now residing in the French capital, Dr. B. Lowenberg and Dr. ss. 
Goldschmidt, the latter was formerly in Madeira. ‘These gentlemen have con- 
sequently a claim to the title “ Laureat de PAcadeniue de Medecine.” 

GERMANY, 

The number of people cremated at the Crematorium of Heidelberg last 
year was 9), of whom three were Jews. 

The banker, D. Fleck. who died last fhonth at Diisseldorf, has bequeathed 
5OO.000 marks to the town to create a Fund for the support of widows, orphans 
and other persons in needy circumstances, irrespective of creed ; and 300,000 
marks to the Jewish community for the erection of a Jewish Hospital, in which, 
he expressly stipulated, patients of other denominations must also be admitted. 

With regard to the case of the anti-Semitic. leader Herr Karl Se dlatzek, 
editor of the Deutsche General Anzeiyer, mentioned by us last week, 1f may be 
stated that the objection raised by his counsel, Dr. Ulrich, has been dis- 
missed by the Imperial Court of Leipsic. It will be recollected that objection 
was taken to the presiding Judge of the tribunal, Dr. Lowenstein, on account Of 
that gentleman’s Jewish origin. The Court held that there was no valid reason 
fer the motion, Dr. Lowenstein having declared that he did not feel prejudiced 
in the matter. The 20th inst. (to-day) was tixed for the hearing of Herr 
Sedlatzek’s offence, and Dr. Ulrichs will appear for the appellant. 


INDIA. 

Khan Sahib Ezra Reuben, Sub-Judge for Rahuri and Kopergaum, has been 
appointed a First Class Magistrate. He 1s the first Bene to such 
a post. 

Under the auspices of the Bombay Presidency Rifle Association, shooting 
rizes are annually offered and competed for in the different regiments. Mr. 
Javid Abraham of the 19th Bombay Infantry, was awarded the Gold Medal, the 

highest prize in the Championship Series Match. Last year, Mr. Jacob Ezekiel, 
of the 12th Bombay Infantry, won a Silver Medal. 

This year, out of seven Jewish candidates, five passed the previous exami- 
nation in Arts at the Bombay University, two betng placed in the 2nd class. 
Miss Mozelle David is the second Jewish lady who has passed this examination. 
Out of twenty-two Jewish candidates for the Matriculation Examination, 
thirteen passed. As already mentioned by us, one of the successful 
candidates was Mrs. Rebekah Solomon, the first Bene Israel lady who passed 
from the Israelite School of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and the third who 
passed the Entrance Examination. Miss i. Walker. the second Bene Israel lady 
who passed the latter examination, has joined the Medical College, and has been 
successful there in the first year’s examination. 


ROUMANTA. 

The Senate bas rejected the Bill of the Government which proposed to grant 
naturalisation to M. Manole- Halfon, a student in literature at the Faculty of 
Bucharest. His offence in the eyes of the Senators was to be the son of M. 
Solomon Halfon, himself a naturalised Roumaninn, who was accused of being 
President of the Branch of the Alliance Israclite Universelle in Bucharest. This 
Branch has ceased to exist for several veara, a fact well known to the Govern- 
ment, but Ministers did not deny the allegations of an anti:J ewish Senator. 

RUSSIA. 
M. Antokolsky, whose latest distinction we mentioned last weck, is at presen t 


in Russia. Everywhere the famous sculptor has met with an enthusiastic recep- 
tion—an event unusual for a Jew. , 


SWITZERLAND. 

Herr A, Dreyfus-Neumann has retired from the presidentship of the Jowish 
community at Basle, which he held uninterruptedly for thirty-three years. 
Under Ins guidance, the community grew from fourteen members to 300 
families, consisting of three nationalities (Swiss, Alsatians and Germans), and it 
was due to bis tact that these were welded into one homogeneous body.

hook indicative of the benefits of education. The inside of the cover ‘is a 
fine specimen of the bookbinder’s art. In the centre are the arms of Mr. Mocatta, 
inlaid in coloured leathers, and around the sides the following inscriptions are en- 
sraved in Hebrew and English. “Thou shalt surely open thine hand unto thy 
brother, to thy needy and to thy poor.” “ And what doth the Lord require of thee 
hut todo justly and to love mercy and to walk humbly with thy God.” “ Blessed is he 
that considereth the poor; the Lord shall deliver him in time of trouble.” “The 
path of the righteous shineth as a light moreand more unto perfect day.” The 
inside binding is of tight brown Levant Morocco, surrounded by a border ofdeep 
red leather inlaid, and round this border is a decoration of moresque character, 
extending to a depth of three inches from the sides of the cover. The first and 
last leaf of the album is of arich brown watered silk. The address, which 
occupies the first two pages, is an entire departure from the usual method of issuing 
such addresses. It has been worked on brown morocco leather, with the 
letters impressed in gold. and the effect is not only unique and remarkable, but 
very beautiful. The text of the Address is given in another columy. 
The first pages of the volume are devoted to the names of the Organising 
Committee and Presentation Committee. The West London Synagogue, of 
which Mr. Mocatta is President of the Council, is placed tirst amongst the many 
synagogues, charities, societies and other institutions whose representatives have 
appended their signatures in this remarkable book. The next six pages are 
occupied with the signatures of those representing the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. The names are inscribed of members of every Commitee and Sub- 
Committee connected with the Board, and also of the staff in all ito cleeitieg 


’ Next comes the Home for Aged Jews—one of Mr. Mocatta’s favourite charities, 


and of which he is President. The principal of the non-Jewish charities—the 
Hospital Sunday Fund—is placed next, and the address is signed, on behalf of 
the Fund. by the Lord Mayor, Archdeacon Sinclair, the Chief Rabbi and the 
Vice-President, Sir Sidney Waterlow, besides other members of the Com- 
mittee. Further on, there is a page devoted to the names of the 
signatories to the address from the Alhance Israélite Universelle 
.on behalf of the Paris body by M. Goldschmidt, Presi- 
dent, M. Leven, Vice-President, M. Salomon Reinach, Grand Rabbin Zadoe 
Kahn, and the Baroness de Hirsch. Baron Alphonse de Rothschild signs on 
behalf of the Consistoire Central, Baron Gustave de Rothschild, as President, for 
the Consistoire Israclite of Paris, and Baron Edmond de Rothschild for the 
Comité de Bienfaisance. The address from the London Hospital follows, and is 
sizned by the entire governing body, and that from the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals by the Baroness Burdett-Contts and the entire 
Board. On the next few leaves of the Album. the members of the various ecom- 
mittees sign on behalf of several Jewish institutions—the Spanish and Portu- 
cguese Congregation (signed by the Ministers and the members of the Mahamad). 
the five congregations in Manchester, the Umited Synagogue, the Anglo-Jewish 
Association,and the Jews’ Free School. Six of the leading boysand as many of the 
leading girls sign on behalf of the 3.00) pupils of the school in Bell Lane. 
and this practice was followed with regard to the pupils of 
all the other schools, and also the inmates of all the homes. - Some 
interesting signatures are to be found on the next page—that containing the 
names representing Cambridge University. The Mastersof Trinity,and Christ's 
Colleges sign, and among the Dons appear the names of Mr. S. Schechter, Reader 
in Rabbinic, and Mr. Israel Gollanez, lecturer in English. Some well-known 
names are noticeable among the representatives of charitable institutions both 
London and Provincial. The signatories for Toynbee Hall were Canon Barnett, 
Viscount Peel (ix-Speaker), Dr. Martineau, the Council and residents. The 
Jewish communities of Berlin and Vienna are also represented. Amongst the 
signatories on behalf of the Vienna community is David von Guttman (President 
of the Israelitische Allianz), father-in-law of Sir Francis Montefiore. 

The signatures for the Middlesex Hospital are interesting because they 
are a complete list of the medical staff ; and the representatives of the 
West London Hospital include a large number of distinguished 
doctors ; amongst the signatures on behalf of St. Mary’s Hospital the 
name of Dr. Sidney Phillips is noticeable. The Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, the Birmingham congregations, the two Jews’ Infant Schools are 
next in rotation. Heading the signatures of the governing body of the Associ- 
ation for the Oral Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, are the names 
of the Duke of Fife and the Duke of Westminster. Baron Horace de Gunzburg, 
is President, signs on behalf of the Jewish community at St. Petersbury, 
and the Jewish communities of Cape Town, Toronto, Gibraltar, Geneva, Copen- 
hagen, Amsterdam and Brussels are also represented. M. Jacques Wiener, who 
isamongst the signatories on behalf of the Brussels community, 1s not only Presi- 
dent of the community in Brussels, but of all the Jewish communities in Belgium. 
Senator G. Montefiore Levi, who also signs, is Hon. President. Lady Rothschild 
and Lady Battersea, and the entire Committee of the Jewish Ladies’ Society fcr 
Prevention and Rescue Work, sign the address; Mr. P. le Page Renouf. Presi- 
dent, heads the list of signatories for the Society of Biblical Archeology, and 
imongst the signatures representing the Palestine Exploration Fund is that of 
the Hon. Secretary, Sir Walter Besant. Some well known R.A.’s have signed 
on behalf of the Artists’ Benevolent Fund—L. Alma Tadema, Frank Dicksee, 
A. Herkomer and Thomas Brock. For the governing body of the Royal Normal 
College of Music, the Duke of Westminster signs a3 President, Lord Stalbridge, 
as ‘Treasurer, and the Bishop of London (now the Archbishop of Canterbury), as 
Vice-President. Amongst the long list of signatories for the Metropolitan 
Hospital, one notices that of its recently deceased Chairman—Joseph Fry. The 
next lists of signatories are those representing the British and Foreign Schools 
Society, the London Mendicity Society, Paddington Free Library, various 
hospitals in London, and several Jewish charities, societies and schools ; one list 
is from the Jewish community at Cambridge, and contains the names of most 
of the Jewish undergraduates. Another list, from the Jewish community of 
J amaica, contains the signatories of the President, Mr. Daniel Finzi, the Mayor 
of Kingston, some members of the Legislative Council, and r. 
Nuttle, Lord Bishop of Jamaica. The signatories on behalf of “ The

. A singularly instructive Parliamentary Paper has just been

Postscripts are added by Sir Bernard Samuelson and Sir Henry Roscoe, indt- 
rating their concurrence with the views set forth in the letter. The letter itselt 
is Valuable for. two reasons: first, for the mformation which it supplies in 
abundance ; secondly, the facts are pregnant with principles that are caleu 
lated to affect some of those labour problems with which society has to deal,

Report before us most important matter for thought. The wealth of 
Bradford is largely due, if not entirely, to the superior technical training which 
existed in Germany generations before it was dreamt of in) ngland. On 
this point, we will let the Report speak for itself. On page 13, it is stated :— 

The methods pursued by German firms in buying yarnin England for the making of 
German fabrics furnish an apt illustration of the practical character of their enterprise 
and education. Within the businesa experience of many still living, a firm of English 
merchants in Bradford started a department for the export of yarns to Germany. awed 
did not send an English traveller to Germany, fur the simple reason that few Hnglish 
travellers could speak German. They accordingly engaged a German to manage the new 
department. Very s00n Germans’ found it advantageous to settle in Bradford, where, 
owing to their knowledge of Knglish, which they had learnt at school, and their ability to 
keep foreign commercial accounts, they found no difficulty in conducting their business. As 
a matter of fact, at the present time, the export yarn trade of Bradford is practically inthe 
hands of Germans, concerning whom it may be said that none are more prompt in meeting 
their engagements or more honourable in their business transactions. 

The yarn is distributed by the merchants to German manufacturers, and the German 
worsted textiles which are imported intv this country are mainly composed of yarns made 
in Bradford. The Bradford trade is a good example, not of the harmful, but of the 
pee effect of German competition, and it would be difficult to say which country has 

enefited the more by it. . . . Bradford has been the grea‘est contributor to 
German success in the wearing of worsted and alpaca cloths, and Germany has been the 
greatest contributor to the success of the spinning trade of Bradford by purchasing the 
yarns manufactured in the district. Kven for this gain to English trade we are indebted 
to German education; for we are told that if Bradford had depended upon English 
travellers in Germany to push the sale of her yarn, the Germans by this time would 
robably have been spinning the yarao for themselves and possibly exporting some of it to 
ngland. 


Here obviously are two invaluable propositions—the neel for advanced 
technical and secondary education, and the enormous benefit of immigration 
and emigration for the purpose of developing the trades of different countries, 
and, in short, for advancing the civilisation of mankind. The letter 
consists of over sixteen pages of printed matter—every paragraph o! 
which contains food for thought, alike for those who are interested in commerce, 


and for the political or social philosopher. The importance of this letter was 


instantly recognised by the Government by their ordering it to be issued as a 
Parliamentary paper. The authors did notin this instance constitute a 
Royal Commission, and we believe that the publication of such a letter not 
emanating from a Royal Commission, is almost unprecedented. 
The Government has not yet officially announced its inten- 
The Coming’ tions with regard to the Education question, and any com- 
cat ke ments are, therefore, at present premature. One thing 
seems clear however. There will be no attempt to disturb 
the settlement of 1870. A modest measure of pecuniary assistance to Volun- 
tary Schools is probably all that will be proposed. [rom the point of view 
of the Jewish community the relief will be insignificant unless it be offered 
under different conditions than were proposed in last year’s Bill. But it will 
be very regrettable if the Government really decides to differentiate in its 
proposals between the Voluntary and the Board Schools. | We do not assert 
that such a policy is intended, but it is very generally anticipated. If so, we 
fear that there will bea sturdy, and even violent, opposition to the Bill. That 
the Voluntary Schools deserve some further help is a proposition which no ane 
seriously contests. But thereare many Board Schools which stand in need 
of similar help ; nay, they are necessitous to a point that renders efliciency im- 
possible. If these Schools are excluded from the purview of the Bill then the 
door is open to very serious criticism. The enemies of Denominational Schools 
will be provided with a useful-weapon of attack. They will assert, with some 
plausibility, that the Government proposals are simply a cloak for an in- 
sidious onslaught upon the School Board system, Now that system, as the 
Government discovered last year, has a firm hold on the nation’s affection. 
For ourselves, we have always veen friends of the Voluntary Schools. We 
believe them to be a necessary and a most useful auxiliary in the service of 
popular education. Hence, just because of our friendliness to the Voluntary 
Schools, we sincerely hope that no injustice will be done to the Board Schools. If 
these be treated with injustice then a storm will be raised which will again 
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overwhelm the CGrovernment proposals, We cannot ndils 7 
impradent a course is really contemplated.

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IMPORTANT DISCUSSION, 

On Tuesday evening, an address on the above subject was delivered in the 
moons of the Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, by Mr. 
W. Forwoop, on behalf of the Humanitarian League. Mr. 
Paco vu. Secretary of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
M occupied the chair. The announcement attracted a large attendance of Jewish

Although the -lecturer 
had ridiculed the idea of skilful casting, there were two ways of cnsting, and 
when it was effected skilfully, the animal did not fall with a heavy thud, Of 
course, furious American beasts were more difficult to manage, but that applied 
to any mode of slaughter.

The Rev. M. L. Conenx remarked that the lecturer had denounced the 
Jewish method of slaughter, but said very little about the Christian method. 
He had once seen a bullock knocked on the head 27 times. and even then 
it had to be finally despatched. As rule, when animal 


is poleaxed, after it is down the butcher inserts a cane into the 


spinal column to destroy the thread. The suffering which this process is 
calculated to cause the animal baffled description. No torture soule be more 
agonising. ‘The struggles witnessed in the case of an animal killed according to 
the Jewish metood, are merely the result of reflex action, and not of conscious 
suffering. This is proved beyond a doubt by the appearance and behaviour o! 
the eves, which no longer respond to any stimulus. 

Dr. Heron said that, as a Christian, he could bear testimony to the fact 
that the Jewish method is at least as humane as the Christian method. Skilful 
as the*Christian slaughterer may be, it must be admitted, that sometimes, and 
not at all infrequently, he misses his mark. He had himself seen an animal's 
leg broken owing to the fact that the animal moved or the poleaxer missed his 
mark. tle believed that the method of casting was not a Jewish mode, and it 
must be admitted that that was sometimes rough and not a pleasant thing to 
look at, but he had never seen any of the brutal procedure described by the 
lecturer. By the Jewish system the vessels on both sides of the neck are at 
once severed, and it 1s impossible for any animal to live after it. There was 
much less probability of an error being made by a Jewish killer than by a 
Christian killer. The document quoted by Mr. Hyamson had been obtained by 
himself from Sir Joseph Lister and transmitted to the Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. Breut said he had come to the conclusion that there were certain things 


in connection with the Jewish mode of killing which could not be justified by 


any humanbeing. Dr. Dembo. from whose work on the subject he quoted, was 
not a humane man, as he admitted in his writings that he had made some ex- 
ceedingly cruel experiments on animals, lasting in some eases for two hours, 
Moreover, in drawing the comparison between the Jewish method and the 
Christian, he put the most favourable complexion on the former, and the mosi 
unfavourable on the latter. | 

Mr. Ho.pren. Veterinary Draughtsman, said that both the Christians and 
the Jews were rather rough in their treatment of the animals, but for physio- 
logical reasons the Jewish treatment is much the more cruel. By the Jewish 
method the jugular and carotid are bled, but during the bleeding there is a con- 
siderable amount of struggling. During the whole of the operation the anima! 
kicks, showing that it is not insensible to pain. 

Mr. Ren, Editor of the Meat Trades Journal, said that the Humanitarian 
League might be more fittingly oecupied looking after the animals while alive. 
and the cruelties practised on them in their transit to this Country on the steam- 
boats. and in the trains. and to the markets. The butchers, both Jew and Gen- 
tile. had for many years past been endeavouring to remedy the defects which 
had been pointed out that mght, and he thought it unfair that either Jew or 
Gentile should be aitacked as thev had been. 

Mr. [. Brit created some amusement by pointing out that the lecturer was 
a vegetarian, and therefore opposed entirely tothe slaughtering of animals. Mr. 
Forwood stated at the opening that he was quite unbiassed, but throughout the 
whole ot his address he had strongly showed his bias. He mentioned that the 
Jewish method of slaughtering had been re-introduced by law into the whole of 
Saxony, 

Mr. Trisv said he had not witnessed the Jcowish system of slaughtering, but 
he had seen the Christian method ona number of occasions which left a good 
deal to be desired. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra said that as we are obliged to. kill the animals for our 
sustenance 1f behoved us to consider the question of how we could despatelh 
them with the greatest care and least possible pain, It would be absurd to take 
the extreme lengths of time given by each party as the general rule in either 
case. The pain of casting was a thing which the Jews very much wished 
to minimise. Mr. Schandel had been practising in Ramsyvate for several 
months. and had now been invited to Manchester to practise there. It was 
said that he had considerably reduced the casting process by a machine which he 
had invented. he Shechita Board was excessively anxious to make the killing 
of animals as humane a matter as possible. The Jewish method was superior in 
that every killer was a responsible man who must possess a diploma, which was 
only granted after a searching examination, In the Christian system no diploma 

ras necessary. ‘That was, in his opinion, a great mistake. Jews were not so 
ancient or proud that they refused to be improved by modern discoveriés, and 
he would like to see a friendly meeting of the Shechita Board and the officials 
of the Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, for the purpose 
of exchanging ideas. He felt sure the Board of Shechita would gladly welcome 
any reasonable suggestion for improving the present method of “casting.” But 
he did not think that any good object would be served by public attacks on the 
Jewish method. 

Mr. Forwoop in replying, thanked Mr. Mocatta for the extremely practical 
suggestion which he had made. The diploma of the Christian slaughterman was 
the apprenticeship to the trade which each one served, As to the question that 
when the brain is bloodless there is an absence of all consciousness, that was 4 
question which must be referred to expert evidence; the fact had been both 
asserted and denied. He would like to point out that Jewish killed meat did 
not always keep as long as Christian killed meat. He did not hold a brief for 
the Christians on their method of killing, and it might be that the Jewish 
method could be so improved that it would become a better method of killing. 
His remarks had been based on his own observations, In connection with the 
Jewish slaughtering, he had seen aman put his finger right down in the eye of 
the animal and drag it round—(Cries of “No, no, Nota Jew.”). He was only 
endeavouring to minimise the scandal in connection with the system of casting 
the animal. 3 

The meeting concluded with the usual vote of thanks to the Chairman.

DR. PHIL, ALBERT HECKSCHER. 


The Danish legal world bas lost one of its most promising members in Dr. 
Phil. Albert Heckscher, who recently died at the age of forty. He was a man 
of singularly large interests, besides being a lawyer to the backbone and the 
author of several legal works of value, distinguished especially by their clear 
logic.

After Berlin the Jarzest Jewish community is Frankfort-on-the-Main. It 
hadan 426 Jews, and in 19 Next comes Breslau in 1890 17,755, 
and Jews, Phen Cologne: 6,850, 1805 7,992, Tf the numbers of 
Jews inthe Provineesare counted, the increase is greatest in Brandenburg, which 
includes Berlin: in TX) there were 3.043 Jews, and in TX05 104.546 Jews. There

In the Rhinelands the number of Jews in 1800 was 47,254 5 in 1805 the num- 
was 404008 thus showing an increase of 1,784. 

In the Province of Posen the numbers have decreased. Thus in 1890 there 
were were Pews in a decrease of 4.527. 

Of the Berlin commumity 17,261 are tax-paying members (here every mem- 
ber has to pay a tax levied hy the community, as well as his seat rental). Since 
the last return the number has increased by 1.026 persons, and accordingly the 
come im every branch of the administration has also become larger.

A FIRST FESTAL ANNIVERSARY. 


(BY A VISITOR TO TIED JEWISIE WORKING GIRLS’ CLUB IN souo, ] 


Whoever was present on Sunday last at the first anniversary celebration of 
the West Central Jewish Girls Club in Dean Street. Soho, must have received 
a stimulating influence upon any tendency to optimism with which he might be 
blessed. There was incontrovertible evidence in that place that apathy and 
indifference have not yet gained the predomirance in our community which 
critics and grumblers of the pessimistic type would have us ‘believe. This 
admirable Club contains 230 members, and is managed by a Committee elected by 
the members, The Committee contains six of the regular members, besides 
about a dozen young ladies who take it in turn to superintend the daily even- 
ing programmes of classes and of recreation, Miss Mmily Harris is the President, 
and Miss Lily Montagu is the Hon. Secretary. ‘The Committee includes several 
of the brightest and most accomplished young ladies of our faith, who devote. 
themselves heart and soul to the work of the Club. The ordinary evening, day 
by day throughout the year, is made eminently attractive as well as. instructive 
to the working girls who belong to the Club. Those who have visited this Club 
many times cannot fail to observe that there 1s a true spirit of friendship between 
the Committee of Managers and the members enemy, Personal service is here 
exemplified in one of its most useful directions. ‘The manners and general tone 
of the Club afford clear proof that the tone which has been established there, and 
which is maintained, is quite admirable. ‘The obvious signs of happiness, con- 
tentment and intelligence which were manifest throughout the proceedings of 
‘last Sunday, prove that such a work is eminently desirable, and in this par- 
ticular case, is singularly successful. Contentment aud intelligence ure not always 
developed in the same persous. ft does sometimessoccur that where there is 
much intelligence, there is not great contentment; and where contentment is 
serene and placid, there is not necessarily a high degree of intelligence. When 
the two conditions are combined, it 1s a pretty sure testof sound principlos being 
sulficiently worked. 

The proceedings were divided into two parts of slightly different character. 
From four to six there were competitive recitations and part singing, and drilling 
exercises. Mrs.-Nathaniel Cohen announced from the dais the award of prizes 
for the two reciters who were declared to be firstand second. ‘They were the 
Misses Trenner and Bloomfield. The singing showed a marked improvement, and 
the recitations were of a degree of merit—both in articulaticn and in dramatic 
effort—which might do credit to any young ladies’ school. When one reflected 
that these attainments bad been practised and acquired during recreation time, 
at night, after: long hours of labour in dressmaking and other forms of toil, the 
perseverence and intelligence displayed appeared most creditable. The drill 
exercise with dumb bells is a feature in the training of girls, which has only 
recently been recognised as of real importance to their physical development. 
The girls in this club are being excellently trained in this exercise, There was 
an exhibition on the second floor of needle work, laundry work, and essays-—all 

of which received the award of prizes in the evening. Throughout the day 
refreshments were available ; these had been provided by Lady Montagu. 

At 8 p.m. there was a very large andienge, consisting of nS parents as well 
as the girls, and many friends of the Club, ‘The large room on the first floor was 
filled to its utmost capacity, and, indeed, almost beyoud, and it become necessary to 
hold an overflow meeting on the floor above. The Chief Rabbi delivered, with 
great feeling,a homiletic address, full of religious fervour and personal sym- 
pathy with the objects of the Club. At the conclusion of ins address, there was 
more part singing, and then the prizes were awarded. At 1) o'clock Miss Lily 
Montagu proposed a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi, which was secondéd by 
Mr. Oswald Simon, who proposed one to Miss Montagu, the Hon. Secretary. 
Enthusiasm marked the whole day's proceedings, which wound up with the singing 
-of God Save the Queen. Miss Emily Harris received a handsome basket of 
flowers as a token of affection from the girls. 

The progress which this Club has made within the short space of a single 
year is truly encouraging. No work can be possibly more beneficial in the 
highest interest of our common Judaism than that the women of Israel should 
help one another to make the best possible use of their lives by creating and 
maintaining a high, moral, and intelligent standard of simplicity and virtue. The 
influence of women ir Jewish history has always been great and subtle, In the 
present generation the influence which they can exercise 1s, perhaps, greater than 
it was ever before, because there are wider opportunities of female education 

» than existed in past generations. One could wish that this noble work, which 1s 

being accomplished by those 230 girls in the Soho district, could be extended 
to their brothers. The difficulty of forming a similar club for boys and 
young men ought not to be fnsurmountable. The attempt has been con- 
sidered very’ recently, though not yet tried. The remarkable success 
of the Girls’ Club does naturally suggest the belief that a similar work may 
grow out of itifor the other sex. The question of uniting the two objects in 
one building has scarcely been considered. Objections to such an arrangement 
may be apparent. On the other hand, reasons in favour of it are not far toseek. 
There wight conceivably be a very high purpose served by enabling sisters to be 
with their brothers during evening recreation or instruction. The forced 
‘separation of the family cannot of itself be desirable. And as to what would 
be involved by the mingling of the sexes, namely, the association of the girls 
with other people's brothers and that of the boys and young men with other 
people’s sisters. seems to present less terror to thoughtful persons than might be 
supposed. . After all med association as would inevitably arise would take place 
under conditions of far more satisfactory influence than the same casual and 
uite probable‘association which’ must take place elsewhere. If such a mixed 
lub were organised it would not be impossible to maintain arrangements by 
which the opportunities for the personal womanly influence of young women 
among one another as of young men among one another could be preserved. 
There would be hours or evenings, and rooms set apart for special classes, and 
et there might be larger recreation rooms in common. The ideal course would 
be perhaps to have two Club-houses side by side, or a very much larger house 
than the present one where they could be united and yet distinct, This is a 
uestion which deserves much more careful thought than it has as yet received. 
eanwhile we have only to offer our best congratulations to the promoters of 
the Girls’ Club in Dean Street, and to the members for the admirable way in

: In Russia, a special Government Commission, for the purpose of prevensng 
strikes, is drawing up a new law which will fix the normal working day at eleven 
and a half bours instead of eighteen, as in the majority of cases it has hitherto 
been, Could not our own Government devise some similar scheme, and so take 
part of the burden from off the Jewish working mens shoulders, and give them 
a little time of recreation and erjoyment of home life? 

In the prosecution at Derby recently of a Jewish tailor for contravention of 
the Factory Acts, the Inspector of Factories said that “ the girls began working 
at 2 o'clock and continued working until 11 o'clock at night. They did not take 
half an hour of food, but ate as they worked without cessation. This tailoring 
establishment was nothing less than a sweating den, and was a disgrace to civili- 
cation.” The defendant was convicted, and doubtless rightly so, and ordered to 
pay fines and costs amounting in all to £10 198. But if the establishment was a 
disgrace to civilisation, what should be said of- the manufacturer who employed 
the workman at such Ingh pressure, who was in turn bound to employ his 
hands at like pressure? The profits of the Jewish workman, when allis said and 
done, are very trivial, and only sufficient to keep life in the body, but the profits 
of the retailer are enormous and enable him to live in luxury and grow rich in 
his current account, 

A special Board of Conciliation and Arbitration has recently been started in 
connection with the boot and shoe trade. Their operations up to the present 
seem to have been direeted towards fixing the prices to be paid in this industry. 
Hitherto the Press has been rigidly exelnded from their meetings. although some 
of the members have been advocating its admission. . 

I regret that some rather unpleasant scenes have heen taking place lately in 
the East End with respect to the bakers. The members of the International 
Bakers’ Union recently opened a co-operative bakehouse as announced in this 
column, They state that it was opened not in opposition to the masters, but in 
order to provide employment for some of their members who were out of work. 
Through competition, the price of bread has been reduced to fourpence.at which 
rice itis smpossible to make any profit. Certainly the poorer people derive the 
but at as not right that any advantage should be thus derived. I have 
been over the Co-operative Bakery, paying a surprise visit. and must say that it 
contrasts favourably as regards cleanliness and the general arrangements, with 
many that have been described, | 

t seems that the Christian Bakers have by means of their association 
declared war to the kmfe with the Jewish Bakers. The Bakery, Biscuit baking 
and Confectionery Trade Section of the London Chamber of Commerce have 
agreed to support the application of the London Master Bakers’ Protection 
society for athhation with the Chamber and as regards the question’ of Sunday 
baking have passed the following resolution: “ That in the opinion of this 
Section any such bill as proposed by Jewish master bakers for legahsing the 
baking of bread on Sunday would be injurious to the interests of-the trade, to 
the health of the workman, and a dangerous precedent, and that the Section 
cooperate with the London Master Bakers’ Protection Society in resisting such 
measure. 

The Bakers Record in paying a tribute to the Jew who strictly observes 
Sabbath, remarks that “if he elects to reside ina Christian country, with a full 
knowledge of its laws. he must notcomplain if he iscompelled to observe them.” 
Why should the Jewish baker be placed in a worse position than the Jewish 
tailor, who is allowed to substitute Sunday for Saturday? And why should the 
Christian baker be placed in a better position than the Jewish baker who keeps 
his Sabbath) All the Jews aré asking for is the right to work six days a week, 
by substituting one day for another, and that his coreligionists may have fresh 
bread between Friday and Monday. The Christin Bakers’ Society have com- 
municated to every Member of Parliament a request to oppose any attempted 
repeal of the law, but there is no doubt that the Parliamentary Committee of 
the Board of Deputies will see that a true statement.of facts is laid before the 
House, and do their utmost in the matter. 

The Jewish Vest Makers’ Union is gradually but surely increasing in 
membership. 

The Tailors’ Improvement Association are petitioning the wholesale houses 
for an advance in prices, stat'‘ng that unless these demands are granted, a genera] 
strike will result. A public meeting to which all master tailors are invited. wil] 
be held on Monday evening next, at St. Paul's Schools, Goulston Street. Aldgate. 

The Batton-hole Makers’ Appeal has now been set down for trial, and the 
hearing should come off at no distant date.
